ASSISTED LIVING PROGRAMS — ASSISTED LIVING REFERRERS —
REQUIREMENTS AND PROHIBITIONS

Requiring assisted living referrers to maintain and provide to certain assisted
living programs documents written signed and dated between the referrer and
the client that include the right of the client to terminate the referrer’s services
for any reason at any time, and a requirement that the referrer communicate a
cancellation of the agreement to all assisted living programs involving a client;
requiring assisted living referrers to maintain certain insurance, and obtain
criminal history records checks of employees; etc.

Exempting certain employees of transportation network companies that
provide transit service to persons with disabilities under contract with the
Maryland Transit Administration from certain requirements relating to a certain
criminal history records check and completion of a certain course; and
requiring transportation network companies that provide transit service to
persons with disabilities under contract with the Administration to run certain
annual background checks on certain employees.

of certain percentages of EV—capable, EV-ready, and EVCS-installed parking
spaces for certain newly constructed buildings and buildings undergoing
certain renovations; applying the Act prospectively.
